OF  all  the  various  fcenes  which  human  folly  has  erecfled  to 
feed  its  own  vanity,  1  know*  none  more  apt  to  dazzle  weak 
and  little  inin^s  than  the  buftling  grandeur  and  unweildy  pomp 
of  kings.  The  common  eye,  removed*  far  from  the  center  of  roy¬ 
alty,  makes  large  allowances,  and  miftakes  the  tawdry  tinlel  of 
parade  for  folid  gold  and  diamonds  ;  and  perhaps  ther^  is  nothing 
wanting  to  give  us  a  more  unfavourable  idea  of  kingly,  (late,  thaa 
of  any  other  in  life,  except  the  experience  of  it, 

}Vc  view  th'e  outward  glories  of  a  crown  ; 

But,  dazzled  with  the  luflre,  cannot  fee 

The  thorns  which  line  it.  and  whofe  painful  prickings 

Embitter  all  the  pompous  fweets  of  empire. 

Thofe  great  revolutions  of  empire,  the  mighty  (lorms  of  war,' 
which  often  overturn  or  credt  kingdoms,  as  they  frequently  decide 
the  fate  of  millions,  (c)  they  (cem  to  claim  an  uncommon  admira¬ 
tion  from  mankind.  Thefe  are  but  effects  ;  and,  without  exciting 
any  other  fenfation  in  me  tlian  that  of  horror,  b  the  caufe  that 
Jtltonifhes  me.  The  mereft  trifles  are  generally  the  foundaiion  of 
tlie  moft  bloody  wars.  Six  foot  (quare  of  land,  or  an  angry  look 
at  an  ambaflador  or  a  whore,. will  often  fet  half  a  dozen  raonarchs 
together  by  the  ears.  The  great  Swiggenbergius,  ancient  bilhop 
of  Kemperuco^  informs  us^  in  the  17th  volume  of  his  Corpus  ffiflom

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riciftn  Univcrfils,  that,  in  ilie  >ejr  175,  there  lived  inKafangi,  in 
Africa,  a  woman  wIh)  had  black  eve-brows,  but  that  an  unliappy 
vier.ileman,  vviio  was  troubled  by  the  jHiiiKllce,  ablbluiely  fwore 
they  svere  yellow  ;  which  fo  enraged  the  lady,  that  flic  applied 
iov  fiitisfii^iun  to  her  gallant,  the  perfon  of  the  parifh,  who  had  n 
fid^^r  lirat  was  in  threat  favour  with  a  nobleman  s  butler  ;  W’hich 
builrr  a]>plied  to  the  nobleman  his  mailer,  who  reported^ the  af. 
fair  to  the  mittrels  of*  the  prime  iiiiniller  ;  and  this  miflrefs  laid 
the  nwncr  brfore  the  premier,  who  explained  the  whole  afFair  to 
the  ki  ll;. — Thefe  were  the  invif:o!c  Itcps  of  the  ftairs,  by  which 
ih’s  hiriTible  petition  gradually  afVended  to  the  esrs  of  the  king* 
Hi?  !i;aj::llv  'vai  enraged  Yellow,  eye-hi ovvs  fays  he,  “  IMl 

make  the  kn.^ve  know  that  they  ate  bbnk/'  The  poor  gentle*  | 
man  v\as  fent  for  to  court  ;  but  he  had  fied  to  another  kingdom, 

A  ioemorial  w.»s  fetit  to  the  monarch  of  that  kingdom  to  fend  the 
eriminal  ba:k;  but  tl.at  king  v\oiild  not  troitlde  bis  bead  about  it. 

A  war  coo»ioenceJ  ;  and,  in  the  fpare  of  fourteen  years,  all 
I'.'.e  vad  country  between  Alakoko  and  Abutna,  cniuaining  ^000 
ir.iU  s,  was  Uid  wade,  900,900  people  were  killed,  and  the  two. 
king',  lirfd  of  fighting  cacii  t>ibei,  proclaimed  a  peace, — but  the 
poor  gentle  man  was  never  found.  'I  lie  learned  lather  Glubber- 
in  the  y^d  Ihlio  volume  of  his  Covnnentaries  qw  tlie  faid 
hlllorv,  (.mJirms  the  above,  and  com ludes  with  this  fenfible  reflec¬ 
tion — And  all  this  to  prove  ih.it  a  t.idy^s  eye'-brovos  veerc  black. 

If  v.e  examine*  the  f«)iiuuaiio;)s  of  wars  even  in  our  own  times, 
it  will  he  found,  I  believe,  that  they  are  pretty  much  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  above.  Siippofe,  for  a  moment,  that  W'e  introduce 
one  or  two  crowned  heads  into  the  common  fpheic  of  life,  and 
lideii  ])rivatclv  to  one  of  their  cabinet  tete  a^tetes.  Their  high

lint,  lading  afide  the, futility  of  the  caufes  which  produce  thefe 
wars,  what  advantages  have  accrued  -  to  any' country  in  Europe 

from  fuch  calamities - the  long  black  lill  of  rebellions,  ircafons, 

broils  and  bloodihed  ?  Very  few,  if  any.  .  The  quarrels  of  twelve 
ceiHuries  have  made  all  of  them  urkappy,  and  none  of  them  rich* 
So  exacUy  has  the  political  balance  been  poifed  among  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  potentates,  either  through  jealoufy  or  envy,  that  almoft  all 
the  great  nations  have  no  other  boundaries  than  what  they  poilef- 
feJ  a  thoiifand  years  ago  ;  none  has  been  able  to  overcome  the  o- 
tlier,  and  fo  terminate  the  conteft.  France,  in  fpite  of  the  con# 
tells  of  EdvvardJU.  and  Henry  V. ;  notwiihftanding  the  efforts 
ofC'/n  n  lesV.  and  Philip  II.  dill  remains  within  its  ancient  limitSi 
Spain,  Germany,  Great  JSritaiii,  Poland,  and  the  dates  of  the 
north,  are  nearly  dill  the  fame.  What  eire<d  then  has  the  blood 
of  f)  inanv  thoufands,  the  dcdruclion  of  fo'inany  cities,  produced|? 
Nothing  either  great  or  conliderable.  The  Chrillian  princes,  in¬ 
deed,  Inve  lod  much  from  the  enemies  of  Chridendoni,  but  have 
gained  nothing  from  each  other  ;  and,  by  preferring  ambition  to 
judice,  they  merit  the  character  of  enemies  of  mankind.  ..  .  < 

In  ihort,  on  whatever  fide  we  regard  the  hidory  of  Europe,  we 
fliall  perceive  it  to  he  a  lifTue  of  crimes,  follies,  and  mit^furiuiiea,' 
of  politics  without  defign,  and  wars  without  confequenct.  tn  this 
great  catalogue  of  human  infirmities,  a  great  character  may  fume- 
times  happen  to  arife,  as  we  fometimes  meet  a  cottage  or  a  culti* 
vaied  fpot  in  the  mod  hideous  wildernel's  ;  but,  for  an  Alfred,  an 
Alphoufo,  or  an  Alexander  III.  we  meet  with  a  thoufand  princes

It  combats 
opponents,  and  every  conRi^  is  a  vi^ory.  It  honourably  re- 
iJls  the  greateft  hardlhips  of  this  world,  and  fwcetens  the  bitters* 
>1  adverfjiy  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  we  fcarce  perceive  we  are 
'•ift'rable.  It  is  one  of  tho(e  virtues  that  conftantly  carries  its 
iwii  reward;  for  the  pra<ftice  of  it  makes  us  fenfible  of  its  benefits.

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The  emperor  Marcus  Aurelius,  fo  famed  for  his  fortitude  and 
tience,  often  faid,  that  C-xiar  acquired  the  empire  by  the  fvspr 
Angultusliy  inheritance, Caligula  by  the  metitsol  his  father,  Ker 
by  tyranny,  Titus  by  basing  vanquilhed  judea;  but  that  for  bl 
part,  though  of  a  low  extraction,  he  had  obtained  it  by  patience. 

Again,  whatever  erodes  and  misfortunes  we  nveet  with,  gr 
howcA’cr  heavy  their  burilen,  they  cannot  overwhelm  us  whil 
we  are  not  abandoned  by  patience  :  on  the  contrary,  they  bccoii; 
j»ro;>oriionably  lightened  as  we  refoluifly  exercife  this  virtue.  , 
I’verv  thing  in  nature  has  its  contrail,  fo  patience  is  the  oppofii 
to  dcTpair  ;  wherefore  the  ClniRians  conl'uJer  it  as  an  heaven! 
grate,  and  the  philofophers  of  anliquiiy  pronounced  it  the  h 
clfoitsof  a  linn  and  generous  foul.  It  is  very  nearly  allied  t 
courage,  hich  t  annol  Ihine  without  opponents ;  in  the  like  tnsinn 
ibis  virtue  dilapjiears  as  foon  as  misfortunes  defert  us.  •  Paiifijc 
is  rfic  moll  ‘generous  of  all  fiicnd«,  ne\er  appearing  in  prolperky 
hut  when  our  niiferies  attain  a  pitch  that  thieatens  all  our, fuiiirf 
liappinefs,  Ihc  never  fails  to  od'er  her  alhllance  to  thole  really  i 
dined  to  avail  ibemfrlves  of  her  kiiidneis.

I  fUvK  before  obferved,  that  much  the  fame  kind  of  drefir 
liich  was  worn  by  Henry  VIII.  in  the  former  part  of  his  reign, 
iKjw  worn  by  the  yeomen  of  the  guard.

l\  habit,  which  has  been  baniihed  from  England  ever  lince  the 
iaili  of  cardinal  Pole,  is  a  If)  now  Worn  by  the  loweft  order  of 
inales,  and  is  called  a  cardinal. 

ii  like  the  reign  of  Mary  to  be  the  aera-of  ruffs  and  farthingales, 
ilicy  were  fird  brought  hither  from  Spain.

t>',  which  fell  down  behind,  as  if  intended  occalionally  to  con- 
id  even  the  face.

Ihion  ill  this  reign,  and  a  coat  was  worn  refembling  a  waiftcott. 

The  men’s  rufi's  were  generally  of  a  moderate  fize;  the  womet^ 
bore  a  proportion  to  their  farthingales,  which  were  enormous, 
W'c  aie  informed,  that  (bme  beaux  had  adtuajly  introduce: 
hmg  fwords  and  high  ruffs,  which  approached  the  royal  ftaiidard 
ThTs  roufed  the  jealoufy  of  the  queen,  who  appointed  ofgccrsl 
break  everv  man’s  fw(;rd,  and  to  clip  all  niffs,  which  were  btyon 
a  certain  length. 

I  he  breeches,  or,  to  fpeak  more  properly,  drawers,  fell  far 
of  the  knees,  and  the  detect  was  liipplied  with  long  hofe, 
tops  of  which  were  fafiened  under  the  draw-ers. • 

William  earl  of  Pembroke  was  the  firft  who  wore  knit  ftockiq 
in  f.ngland,  which  were  iiuroduted  in  this  reign.^  •  hcy;wei 
prrfenied  to  him  by  Vv’iliiam  Rider,  an  apprentice  near  I^Dudoi 
bridge,  who  happened  to  fee  a  pair  brought  from  Mantua,  siti 
Italian  merchant’s  in  the  cii) ,  and  made  a  pair  exaAly  lijj 
them.  ^ 

Edward  Vere,  the  feventeenth  earl  of  Oxford,  was  the  firft  tbi 
introduced  embroidered  gloves  and  perl umes  into  England,  wbic 
he  brought  from  Italy.  He  prefented  the  queen  with  a  pain 
perfumed  gloves,  and  her  portrait  was  painted  with  them  U|W 
her  hands.  •  . 

At  this  period  was  worn  a  hat  of  a  fingular  form,  which  refeaj 
bled  a  clul'e-ltn«d  pan  wiili  a  broad  brim.  Philip  II.  in  the  foroHj 
reign,  teems  to  wear  one  of  ihefe  utenfils  upon  his  head,  witin 
iiairovver  brim  than  ordinary,  and  makes  at  lead  as  grotelqoe  S 
appeal ance  as  his  countryman  Don  Qiiixote  with  the  barber 
bafon.  ^ 

The  reverend  Air  John  Alore  of  Norwich,  one  of  the  wortbid 
clergymch  in  the  reign  ot  Elizabeth,  gave  the  beft  reafon  thi 
could  be  given,  for  wearing  the  longeft  and  laigeft  beard  of  M 
Englilhman  of  his  time  ;  namely,  “  That  nb  act  of  bis  life 
be  unworthy  of  the  gravity  of  his  appearance.”  I  wifti  as  good 
rtafoii  could  always  have  been  alligned  for  wearing  the  lo^ 
hair,  and  the  longed  4»r  larged  v\’ig.  *  , 

As  the  queen  left  no  lefs  than  three  thoufand  different  baN 
in  her  wardrobe  when  the  died,  and  was  poffefled  of  the  drefl*es< 
nil  c<»unnies,  it  is  foinewhat  drange,  that  there  is  fuch  an  unifi 
wity  of  drefs  in  her  portraits,  and  that  Ihc  (hould  lake  a  plcaff 
in  being  loaded  with  ornaments. 

At  this  lime  the  days,  or  boddice,  were  worn  long  waifted*  I 
dv  Hunfdon,  the  foreinod  of  the  ladies  in  the  pioceflion  to  Ho* 
don  houfe,  appears  with  a  much  longer  waid  than  thofe  that f!

Pliny  reports,  on  the  credit  of  an  ancient  author,  that  the  firft 
illruincnt  which  the  Romans  had  to  divide  the  hours,  was  a  fun* 
ial,  which  L,  Papirius  Ciirfor  placed  in  the  court  of  the  temple 
t  i)niriiius,  twelve  years  before  the  war  againil  Pyrrhus  :  but 
e  Teems  to  doubt  the  truth  of  this  relation.  He  weaken<i 
hiiiifelf;  and,  to  give  fomething  ipore  certain  and  better  ac- 
HHwlcJged,  he  fays,  after  Varro,  that  it  was  during  the  firft 
^uiiic  war  that  the  firft  dial  was  expofed  to  public  view  at  Rome, 
lid  placed  upon  a  column  of  the  tribunal  of  harangues.  Marcus 
alnlus  MelTila  brought  it  from  Sicily  afier  the  taking  of  Catana, 
liirty  years  after  Papirius,  in  the  year  of  Rome  477.  * 

Although  this  dial,  drawn  for  the  latitude  of  Catana,  which 
ras  dilferent  from  that  of  Rome,  could  not  fhcw  'lhc  hours  juftly; 
n,  imperfccl:  as  it  was,  the  Romans  conformed  to  it  for  the 
pace  of  ninety-nine  years,  iill*Quintus  Marcus' Pliilippus,  who 
las  cenfor  with  Paulus  iEmilius,  gave  them  another  more  exatft# 
Tnis,  of  all  the  atits  of  his  cenforihip,  v^as  that  which  obtained 
full  the  greatell  applaufe.  Tbefe  forts  of  clocks  were  of  ufc  only 
n  the  day,  and  in  clear  weather.  Scipio  Nafica,  live  years  after, 
a  the  year  of  Rome  59^,  firft  brought  into  ufe,  and  placed  under 
over,  a  vvater-clock,  which  lliewed  the  hours  equally  by  day  and 
oiht.  There  were  twelve  in  the  day,  and  as  many  in  the  nighty 
Miliout  diftinction  of  feafons. 

V  itruvius  attributes  the  invention  of  water-clocks  to  Crefibius,  9^ 
native  of  Alexandria  ;  he  livec^  under  the  two  firft  Plolemys.  TTliC 
r.oiTians  harl  different  kinds  of  them,  which  marked  the  hours  m 
ftTereui  ways.  I’hey  called  them  horologium  hibtrnum,  u 
kck,  and  fomeiimes  alfo  horologium  noBurnumt  night  clock,  in 
'ppolition  to  the  dials,  which  were  of  no  ufe  in  the  night,  and  of 
'^ry  little  in  the  winter,  whfo  the  rays  gf  the  fun  are  often  in¬ 
tercepted  by  clouds.. 

To  form  an  idea  of  thefe  clocks,  we  may  conceive  a  pretty  large 
'iion  filled  with  water,  which,  by  a  little  hole  contrived  in  the 
ntom,  emptied  ilfelf  into  another  vejBTcl  of  pearly  the  fame  ca- 
»acuy,  in  the  fpace  of  twelve  hours;  and  where  the  watet  riling 
gradually,  brought  up  peri>endicularly  a  bit  of  cork,  or  the  figure 
a  genius  pointing  to  the  hours,  which  werc'jnarl^ed  ope  abovf 
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Thefe  clocks  w^rc  different  from  thofe  whicli  the. ancients  td 
led  Clepfydra.  'I  his  was  a  glafs  filled  with  water,  of  a  pyranaid 
figure,  in  form  of  a  cone.  The  bafe^  was  pierced,  the  upper  or 
fice  very  narrow,  and  lengthened  into  a  point;  on  the  water fwa* 
a  piece  of  cork,  bearing  a  needle  to  mark  the  hours,  traced  alon 
the  vafe,  by  defeending  gradually  as  it  ran  out. 

Dials,  clepfydra,  and  W’ater-clotks  were  all  the  Romans  kcew. 
They  were  ignorant  of  the  ufe  of  clocks  with  wheels.  As  ufcfi 
as  they  arc,  many  ages  palled  before  the  art  of  making  them  w 
difeovered.  We  are  even  uncertain  ol  the  lime,  and  the  aotH 
of  that  invention.  I'he  preient  which  the  Calif  Aaron  Racbi. 
made  to  Charlcinaiii  of  a  (Iciking  clock,  was  looked  on  as  a  wohdh‘» 
jtginard  favs,  that  it  was  a  water-tlock,  which  marked  the  horn 
by  the  fall  of  foinc  balls  of  metal  upon  a  bell,  and  by  fome  figurei 
of  men,  which  opened  and  (hut  certain  doors  contrived  in  the  doci, 
accordiiiii  to  the  number  of  the  hours.

Nay, 
vVhai  is  of  far  greater  confeqnence  than  either,  would  you-wifhlo 
be  happv  ? — Ves.  Then  fludy  to  make  every  perfon  around  you 
f».  Yon  vvill  lind  far  more  fatisfacflion  in  giving  plcafure  to  auo* 
ther,  ihan  in  receiving  it  yourfelf.  Inhere  is  a  kind  of  benignity  in' 
e'oTiveying  happinefs  to  another,  which  only  experience  can  give 
you  an  idea  of.  Your  own  felicity  depends,  in  a  great  mcaiure, 
iipo!i  the  jmoper  exertion  of  this  principle. 

Flavia  was  left  to  the  care  of  her  own  fortune  at  the  age  of 
feventeen.  Her  mother,  knowing  her  innate  virtue .  and  folid 
principles,  thought  ihele  her  properelt  guardians.  She  thought 
ritiht.  Flav'ia’s  bean  tv  and  fortune,  which  were  both  confiderablc* 
drew  crouds  of  fluttering  fops  and  fortune-hunting  rakes  to  bef 
Ihiine.  The  rakes  imaoined  lb  much  vouth  and  innocence  could 
never  refitl  their  refined  aits  ;  the  beaus  depended  upon  the  ilrik- 
ing  charms  of  their  jiowdeied  paper-fkulls.  -  Had  Flavia  been  lb 
diipofed,  here  was  an  ample  field  before  her,  in  which  (lie  might 
have  fully  indulged  the  vanity  of  her  age  and  fex,  and  coquetted 
asvay  at  once  both  her  innocence  and  happinels.  She,  however, 
gave  all  thefe  their  anlwcrs  as  faff  as  they  came,  but  with  fo 
viucli  (weetnc  fs  and  fenfibility,  that  ffie  awed  the  rakes,  and  de¬ 
lighted  the  folds. 

She  wa^  in  her  tvventieth  year  when  fnfl  young  Lovemore  paid 
his  addreiles  to  her.  I'his  youth  was  of  a  different  complexion 
from  any  of  her  former  humble  fervants  ;  he  loved  her  heartily 
lor  her  beauty  ;  but  he  loved  her  more  for  her  good  humour  and 
good  fenfe.  *  He  fa.v  how  completely  happy  the  man  muff  be  who 
gained  fo  rich  a  prize  ;  and  the  hare  thought  of  a  pofTibility  of  lo- 
ling  her,  gave  him  more  real  uneafinefs  while  it  laffed,  than  it  « 
;n  the  povver  of  heautv  alone  to  create.  She  perceived  his  merit, 
and  ohierved  how  refpecl fully  he  admired  her.  As  it  was  contra- 

Iry  to  the  goodnefs  of  her  heart  to  keep  anv  one  in  a  (late  of  fuf* 
pence.  Die  was  no  fooner  aOTurecl  of  the  equity  of  his  inteniioni, 
but  fhe  made  him  both  eafy  and  happy,  by  giving  her  band  where 
her  heart  diclated.  Thofe  maxims  which  prelerved  her  in  htt 
continued  and  incresfed  her  happinels  in  an  advanced  age*

When  two  minds  are  thus  engaged  by  the 
tics  of  reciprocal  finccrity,  each  alternately  receives  and  communi¬ 
cates  a  tranfport  that  is  inconceivable  to  all  but  thole  that  are  in 
this  fituation  ;  from  hence  arifes  that  heart-cnnobling  (olicitude 
for  one  anoihcr^s  welfare,  that,  tender  fympathy  that  alleviates 
iiiiiciion,  and  that  participated  pleafure  that  heightens  profperity 
ynd  joy  itfelf.  This  is  a  full  completion  of  the  bleffings  of  hu- 
inanity  !  for  if  reafoii  and  focicty  arc  the  charat^teriftics  which  dif- 
linguiih  us  from  other  animals,  an  excellence  in  thefe'two  great 
privileges  of  man,  which  centers  in  wedlock,  mud  raife  in  us  hap- 
pinefs  above  the  reft  of  our  fpccies.  It  is  here  that  the  nobleft: 
palfions  of  which  the  human  foul  is  fufceptiblc  join  together,  vir¬ 
tuous  love  and  friendfliip;  the  one  fupplying  it  with  a  conftaiit 
rapture,  and  the  other  regulating  it  by  the  rules  of  reafoti.  I 
'vo'ild  not  be  underftood  to  be  fpcaking  here  of  thofe  unnatural 
and  difproportionable  matches  that  arc  daily  made  upon  worldly 
'iews,  where  iniereft,  or  luft  are  the. only  motives;  1  mean  that 
full  only  enjoy  the  blefiing,  who  are  condudfed  by  Hymen  thro' 
bis  own  realms  of  innocence  and  finccrity.  A  gentleman  who  i.s 
'cry  happy  in  a  beautiful  .friend,  as  a  certain  Eugllfh  poet  calls  a 
'vile,  and  is  a  kind  of  an  eothufiaft  for  the  married  ftate,  told  me 
ibc  following  ftory  of  ao  Italian  pair^  who  were  famous  for  their 

unalterable 
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nnalttr^ble  conftaiicy  and  airc(flion.  There  lived  at  Genoa  a  yoObg 
nobleman  named  Marini,  who  had  a  large  eltate  in  the  iiland  of 
Corficj,  whitlier  he  went  every  five  or  fix  years  to  regulate  hii 
atfiirs.  At  the  age  of  five  and  twenty  he  was  married. to  a  beaa% 
lilul  lady,  the  daughter  of  a  Venetian  fenaior,  called  Monimia, 
who  refufed  the  greateft  matches  in  Italy,  to  prefer  the  fortunate 
M.irini.  As  their  marriage  was  founded  upon  a  mutual  edeea, 
their  pafiion  increafed  initead  of  dimiiiifiiing  by  enjoyment,  liH 
they  became  an  example  of  conjugal  duty  to  all  that  knew  them. 
They  had  lived  many  years  in  this  uninterrupted  date  of  felicit); 
when. Marini  was  obliged  to  make  a  voyage  into  Corfica,  which 
was  then  didurbed  by  a  rebellious  inlurreciion,  in  order  to  fecure 
his  patrimony,  by  encouraging  his  dependents  to  dand  firm  in  de¬ 
fence  of  their  country.  But  the  greated  alHic^ion,  and  which  ab- 
ibrbed  all  the  red,  was  his  being  necelfitaied  to  part  for  .a  while 
from  Muuiinia,  who  being  then  very  big  with  child,  was  incapa- 
cicated  to  go  with  him  as  ufual.  When  the  fatal  lime  of  parting 
was  come,  they  eml>raced  vsiili  the  utmod  grief,  and  the  wanmelt 
praveis  to  heaven  for  one  another’s  (afeiy.  As  foon  as  this  atfliil. 
ing  fccne  was  over,  Marini  embaiked,  and,  having  a  fair  wind,  ar¬ 
rived  fafe  at  13altia  in  a  few  hours.  The  fuccefs  of  the  rebels  be¬ 
ing  Hopped,  and  the  affairs  of  the  iQand  a  little  fettled  again,  our 
lover  beg.in  to  prepare  for  his  return  to  Genoa;,  but  as  he  wai 
walking  one  day  by  the  harbour  where  the  fhips  of  burden  lay,  be 
heard  two  liilois  who  were  jud  arrived,  talking  of  the  death  of  a 
Cirnoefe  nobleman’s  wife,  then  abfeni  from  the  republic-  .  This 
calu  il  circuindance  greatly  alarmed  him,  and  excited  his  curiofiiy 
to  liden  farther  to  their  converfation,  when  after  a  little  panfe, 
be  heard  one  of  them  mention  the  name  of  his  dear  Monimia;  at 
thrle  words  his  furprife  and  atfliction  was  fo  great,  that  he  had  hot 
power  to  follow  the  mariners  to  fatisfy  his  doubt,  but  indantly 
Iwooned  awav,  and  vvhen  he  recovered  found  hiinfelf  furroanded 
by  his  own  fervanis  lamenting  over  him.  At  the  fame, time  that 
this  liippened  to  Marini,  fomething  of  the  fame  nature,  equally 
didielfed  Monimit;  for  an  imperfect  account  came  to  Genoa,  by 
the  captain  of  a  Venetian  vedel,  that  a  gentleman  named  Marim 
bad  been  furprifed  near  Badia  by  a  remaining  party  of  rebels,  ittd 
ih.it  he  and  all  his  attendants  were  killed  by  them.  Thefe  tw 


by  them.  Thele  two 
accounis  involved  our  unfortunate  pair  in  the  greated  diftrefs; 
'I'hey  immediately  took  diippiiig  in  order  to  be  convinced  of  what 
they  fo  much  dreaded  to  know;  the  one  for  Corfica,  the  other 
for  Genoa.  They  were  both  failed  vvhen  a  violent  dorm  anifc, 
wide  h  drove  their  vedels  upon  a  little  ifland  in  the  Meditei  raneao. 
Marini’s  Ihip  landed  fird,  where,  whild  the  red  of  the  crew  were 
refrelhing  theinfclvcs,  the  inconlblable  widower,  as  he  thought 
himfelf,  wandered  with  one  fervant  only  into  a  little  wood  tb*i 
vvas  near  the  fca  ihore  to  give  a  loofe  to  his  immoderate  grief. 
Soon  after  the  Gcuoefe  fliip  landed  too,  and  the  fame  motive  k** 
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with  one  of  her  maids  into  the  wood  where  her  hu(band 
was  latneniing  his  unfortunate  condition.  They  had  not  been 
there  long  before  they  heard  each  other^s  complaint,  and  drew 
nearer  mutually,  to  fee  if  there  was  any  wretch  living  equally 
niirerable  with  themfclves.  But  how  great  was  the  aftonifhmenc 
of  both,  when  they  met  in  a  little  path  and  faw  each  other!  the 
immoderate  joy  was  fuch,  and  the  tranfiiion  from  one  extreme  to 
the  other  fo  inftantaneous,  that  all  the  power  they  had  was  to  fall 
into  each  other's  arms,  where  they  expired  in  a  few  minutes  after; 
Their  bodies  were  conveyed  to  Italy,*  and  were  interred  with  all 
the  folemnity  and  magnificeuce  due  to  their  quality  and  emln^nc
